He was also ordered to 
pay £2,500 compensa¬ 
tion to Mr George, £250 
prosecution costs and a 
victim surcharge of £100. 
In addition, he is to carry 
out 150 hours unpaid 
work. 

Judge Eleri Rees told 
him: “You are very lucky 
not to be standing there 
facing a charge of 
manslaughter.” She said 
he inflicted very serious 
injury. 

She added: “Let’s 
hope it’s the last time 
we’ll see you.” 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said that on May 
26, Mr George was 
socialising in Barry. He 
was not drunk. He went 
to a takeaway in Broad 
Street, and two people 
became involved in 
confrontation. 

Mr George went out¬ 
side the premises and 
suddenly Baker came up 
from behind and struck 
him to the face. He 
immediately went to the 
ground. 

At the time, he didn’t 
go to hospital, but the 
following day was in 
great pain and could not 
move his jaw. 

He was later found to 
have a double fracture 
and a titanium plate and 
pins had to be inserted. 

Baker, when arrested, 
said he had tried to help a 
friend. 

He admitted drinking 
and apologised.

Clearly there is a lack of 
rational and objective debate on this topic. 

The UK’s reliance upon imported gas increases 
yearly, at a huge cost to each of us, while we poten¬ 
tially sit upon a massive reserve of our own gas. 

If the UK is to return to economic strength and 
have its citizens enjoy low-cost energy, we must 
encourage, not block, the exploitation of such a nat¬ 
ural resource. 

Renewable energy sources should be pursued but 
they are long-term prospects - while, in contrast, 
shale gas is the most commercial, most extensive

have. 

The USA has turned around its energy position 
as a result of safely extracting shale gas. It now has 
a century’s worth of gas already discovered and is 
well on its way to being energy self-sufficient, no 
longer at the mercy of foreign suppliers.

My message to Mr Gruffydd and other cam¬ 
paigners is by all means argue for regulation and 
control of shale gas exploration and production, but 
don’t spread misinformation about it.

rary car park at Nells 
Point Barry Island, 
which last year alone 
cost £500,000, and this 
year they spent a further 
£360,000 on it. 

They installed tempo¬ 
rary portable toilets adja¬ 
cent to the severely neg¬ 
lected and run-down 
public convenience 
block which is a listed 
building. 

These portable toilets 
cost the taxpayer £700 
per week, and they did 
not even have hand

They now propose to 
spend a further sum of 
money on building a 
new toilet block on the 
eastern end of the prom¬ 
enade. 

The money they have 
wasted so far would 
have more than covered 
the cost of refurbishing 
the neglected public con¬ 
venience block at Nells 
Point. 

The council say that 
the vacant land/car park 
at Nells Point is now up 
for sale. The Caravan 
Club of Great Britain 
expressed an interest in 
the site in 2010, before 
any money was spent on 
the temporary car park. 

If their proposals had 
been accepted, it would 
have provided much- 
needed accommodation 
for Barry Island and 
stimulated the economy 
of the area. 

Why do we have 
excuses from the cabinet 
member for regeneration 
as to why The Welsh 
Government refused the 
council’s bid for £15 
million in regeneration 
money?

of a £20,000 fundrais¬ 
ing drive for the 
Forces’ cause.

THE Vale Council has con¬ 
gratulated Rhoose ‘Lollipop 
Lady’ Karin Williams who 
suffered serious injury after 
blocking the path of an out-of- 
control car to protect a group 
of children at her crossing, on 
being honoured with a Pride 
of Britain award. 

She was handed the award for out¬ 
standing bravery at the Pride of 
Britain Awards in London, which 
heard that in June, Karin, on school 
crossing patrol for more than ten years 
at Rhws Primary, was one of the vic¬ 
tims of a freak accident when a driver 
lost control of his car, just before 
9am. 

The crossing outside the school 
was at its busiest when the car came 
towards Karin and a group of children 
and parents at the crossing. Witnesses 
said she instinctively went to protect 
the youngsters, throwing herself in the 


way of the car, taking the full impact 
of the blow. 

Karin was pinned underneath the 
car which had flipped onto its roof. 
She suffered serious injuries fractur¬ 
ing both knee caps and arms, she also 
broke a shoulder and her two legs, 
which meant she spent the next nine 
weeks in hospital. 

Four months on from the accident, 
Karin is recovering at home while 
undergoing physiotherapy to help with 
mobility. 

Council Leader Neil Moore said: 
“Karin is beyond doubt, an extremely 
worthy winner of the Pride of Britain 
award for outstanding bravery and I 
would like to extend my warmest con¬ 
gratulations. 

“Fd also like to take this opportuni¬ 
ty to thank Karin - her instinct to pro¬ 
tect those children by shielding them 
from the car, without any thought for 
her own safety - is something we 
will be forever grateful for.”

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

TIME FOR A FAIR 
SETTLEMENT ON 
VALE FUNDING’ 


T he Vale of 

Glamorgan has 
been short 

changed by the Welsh 
Government yet again in 
last week’s announce¬ 
ment of its new funding 
settlement to Council 
areas in Wales. 

The cut in funding from 
the Welsh Government will 
amount to 4.5 % and is the 
4th highest reduction in 
Wales. 

I have raised on more than 
one occasion that the Vale 
already receives one of the 
poorest funding settlements 
in Wales - Cardiff Council 
receives £202 more per per¬ 
son than the Vale and 
Bridgend receives £226 extra 
per person. Rhondda Cynon 
Taff receives £409 extra per 
head. 

If we had a fair share of 
the cake, we would receive at 
least an extra £25.6M a year 
if we were to receive the same 
level of funding as Cardiff. 

I had hoped that highlight¬ 
ing these figures would 
strengthen the Vale Council’s 
hand in its negotiations with 
the Welsh Government, but 
am sorry that they chose not 
to use the data: 80 per cent 
of Welsh Council funding 
comes from the Assembly 
Government and our levels of 
Council Tax levels are 
dependent on it. 

Cardiff saw no increase in

council taxes last year. I have 
no doubt that their additional 
funding over ours will be 
part of the reason. 

In fairness to Russell 
Goodway, he has at least 
been publicly championing 
the case for Cardiff in the 
media. It appears that the 
Vale hasn’t taken any action. 

I cannot help but express 
my disappointment on read¬ 
ing from a response to a writ¬ 
ten Assembly Question that 
the Minister from the Welsh 
Government stated on record 
that she had not “received 
any recent representations 
from the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council regarding the com¬ 
parative level of funding it 
receives”. 

This cut is, therefore, on 
top of a low funding base. 
Cardiff is receiving a 2.9 per 


cent reduction; Bridgend 2.8 
per cent and Rhondda Cynon 
Taf 3.3 per cent. We are 
being hit hardest, whilst the 
Welsh Government are pro¬ 
tecting other parts of Wales. 

The costs on providing 
services in the Vale are no 
different to that in other 
parts of Wales and I will con¬ 
tinue to highlight my con¬ 
cerns on behalf of residents, 
who will be worried about 
the impact that this shortfall 
is going to have on vital pub¬ 
lic services. 

One example of this has 
been the dramatic decline in 
local public transport in the 
last few months. I have been 
overwhelmed by the number 
of residents who have con¬ 
tacted me and attended my 
public meetings on the lack of 
bus services following cuts by 
both the Welsh Government 
and the local council. 

A fairer funding settlement 
may have been able to help 
these much needed services. 

We all recognise that there 
needs to be efficiencies and 
changes in the way services 
are delivered, but it is wholly 
unacceptable that we are tak¬ 
ing a larger cut than others 
in Wales. 

My fair funding for the Vale 
campaign is still ongoing and 
I hope everyone will be pre¬ 
pared to support it. The situa¬ 
tion has deteriorated over the 
years and we need to act now.

RESIDENTS 
crowded into the 
Vale Council cham¬ 
ber recently to hear 
top environmental¬ 
ists discuss the 
UK’s first ^State of 
Nature’ report that 
makes grim reading 
for those who value 
the countryside and 
wildlife. 

Coun Rob Curtis, cab¬ 
inet member for the 
environment and visible 
services, who organised 
the meeting, said: “This 
is a very important 
report that pulls no 
punches and lays out 
clearly the sad decline of 
nature across Wales and 
the UK. 

“It is also a call to 
action for public bodies, 
including local councils, 
and the public them¬ 
selves. We are the first 
council in Wales to pub¬ 
licly discuss the report 
and I was pleased to see 
such strong interest in 
the environment from 
Vale residents.” 

Dr Sean Christian, 
head of conservation for 
the RSPB (Royal 
Society for the 
Protection of Birds), one 


of the 25 UK conserva¬ 
tion and research organi¬ 
sations that worked 
together to produce the 
report, told the audience: 
“Wildlife is at a crisis 
point in Wales.” 

He went on to give a 
list of worrying statistics 
- all native reptile and 
amphibian species in 
Wales are declining; 80 
per cent of breeding 
waders such as curlew, 
lapwing and golden 
plover have been lost to 
Wales; 63 per cent of 
Welsh butterflies are 
declining, and a third of 
all widespread Welsh 
moths are declining 
severely. 

Other speakers includ¬ 
ed Sarah Kessell, chief 
executive officer of the 
Wildlife Trust of South 
and West Wales, and the 
council’s own ecologist. 
Erica Dixon, who spoke 
passionately about the 
importance of planning 
the protection of nature 
at the beginning of any 
land development proj¬ 
ect.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by Aj sicluna 


SCHOOL JANITOR IS FOUND 
WITH INDECENT IMAGES 


A SCHOOL janitor who was found in pos¬ 
session of many indecent photographs of 
children, has been jailed for 10 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Lee Mills (31) from Barry, who had no previous 
convictions, admitted four specimen charges of 
making indecent photographs of children and being 
in possession of 199 indecent photographs. 

Judge Daniel Williams said: “Fve seen some of 
these images, and the most serious involved children 
who were babies, with adults.” 

Mills, said the judge, lied when he said he 
obtained no sexual gratification from the images. 

The judge described his behaviour as “vile” and 


said the children involved must have suffered 
unimaginable agony. 

“Those people who view images of this type face 
imprisonment,” he said. 

Prosecutor John Warren said that on March 22, 
the police searched premises in Barry occupied by 
the defendant. 

He told them he had been stupid, and on a com¬ 
puter and mobile phone, they discovered indecent 
images. 

In a bedroom occupied by Mills, they also found 
underwear belonging to a child. Mr Warren said the 
images ranged from level one to level four. The 
most serious is level five. 


CANNABIS WORTH 
£15,750 FOUND AT 
BARRY ADDRESS 


CANNABIS plants with a 
street value of up to 
£15,750 were found when 
police searched an address 
in Barry. 

At the time, the man growing 
the plants, Craig Smeaton (41) 
was house-sitting, the court heard. 

Smeaton, of Plymouthwood 
Close, Ely, Cardiff, admitted pro¬ 
ducing cannabis and possessing 
cannabis. 

He was sentenced to a six- 
month community order and 
ordered to observe an eight-week 
curfew from 10pm to 6am. 

Judge Daniel Williams said 


Smeaton, who was also ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge of £60, 
intended to use the cannabis to 
relieve chronic pain. 

Prosecutor David Pugh said 
that on May 15, police went to an 
address in Bendrick Road, Barry, 
because people had reported 
smelling cannabis. 

They went inside and found an 
amount of cannabis skunk worth 
£250. 

In a bedroom were three grow¬ 
ing tents with lights containing 15 
plants. 

Smeaton told them: “It’s for 
personal use. I’ve had two hip 
replacements.” 


All the plants, said Mr Pugh, 
were in healthy condition. He said 
he had been given them and had 
bought the equipment for £100 
online. 

Because of constant pain which 
continued, he was a heavy user. 

Smeaton pointed out that at the 
time, he was house-sitting. 

He was said to have convictions 
for importing drugs, possessing 
drugs, producing drugs and caus¬ 
ing criminal damage in a doctors’ 
surgery. 

His barrister, Kevin Seal, said: 
“He has had serious health prob¬ 
lems.” 


There had also been internet searches on the com¬ 
puter of small naked boys and girls, as well as child 
grooming tips. 

There were titles such as ‘how to become a pae¬ 
dophile’ and ‘child chatrooms’. 

Mills told the police: “I have no idea why I did it. 
I don’t know what I was thinking about.” 

He said he was not sexually interested in children 
in any way. 

The police discovered that he had been in contact 
with a person who sent indecent messages in relation 
to a girl aged eight. 

Mills had replied: “Nice. Talk to you soon.” 

There was also a reference to a boy aged two. 

Mills’ counsel, Kevin Seal, said: “As a result of 
this, he has lost his job. Fortunately, none of the 
images were distributed.” 

Mills, he said, had difficulties arising out of his 
childhood and adolescence and pointed out that he 
did not instigate the chat log. 

Mr Seal described him as an inadequate individ¬ 
ual. Mills was ordered to register as a sex offender 
for 10 years after his release, and a 10-year sexual 
offences prevention order was imposed.

Hearing Centre m 
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Man ‘groomed’ an 
eight-year-old girl 

CARDIFF CROWN COURT IS TOLD 


AN eight-year-old 
girl was ‘groomed’ 
by a man for his 
own sexual gratifi¬ 
cation, it was 
claimed at Cardiff 
Crown Court this 
week, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

The court heard that 
the girl, who is now an 
adult, was told by 
Michael Batten that she 
must not tell anyone 
what they were doing. 
He also said, it was 
alleged, that if people 
found out, they would 
not be happy, and the 


police would come and 
take her to jail. 

Batten (70) of Neath 
Road, Maesteg, has 
pleaded not guilty to 
three charges of between 
1982 and 1984 indecent¬ 
ly assaulting the girl. He 
also pleads not guilty to 
committing an act of 
gross indecency against 
her. 

Prosecutor Claire 
Pickthall said the alleged 
offences occurred in the 
Maesteg area, after 
Batten had gained the 
child’s confidence. 

Sometimes, it was 
claimed, he would kiss 


her and give her a 
“grown-up kiss”; it was 
alleged he would touch 
her intimately and 
expose himself. 

When he told her that 
if people found out she 
could go to jail, she was 
“affected very, very 
much and became fright¬ 
ened and confused”. 

Ms Pickthall said the 
child always believed 
that the police would 
help her, but one day, 
said the prosecutor. 
Batten went too far. He 
pointed out to her a 
police car and said that 
could be the vehicle that

Batten was 
arrested on November 15 
and when the allegations 
were put to him he said: 
“I never sexually abused 
her, it never happened”. 

He said the allegations 
were a complete fabrica¬ 
tion. He also said he 
found the letter “graphic 
and astonishing.” 

The case is expected 
to last four days.

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The Caeffatri turns to 
a winning formula for 
dining out in Bridgend

T he Caeffatri pub, 
which is tucked 
away just off Coity 
Road in Bridgend, has just 
been refurbished and has 
launched a brand new 
menu, so I went along to 
try it out on behalf of 
GEM readers. 

My guest was familiar with the 
previous decor, and was mightily 
impressed with the new layout - 
comfortable chairs, and dark 
wood tables with plenty of space 
between them. 

It’s a layout that says tradition¬ 
al, good value food, and that is 
very much what is on offer. 

Owner Derek Gaynor runs 
another restaurant that is well 
known to diners - the popular 
Highwayman at Rhoose - and he 
cheerfully admits that the 
Caeffatri is intended to appeal to 
the same market. 

The chefs have been trained at 
Rhoose, and the menu contains 
the tried and tested Highwayman 
favourites. 

If you are looking for amuse 
bouches, jus, rillettes, foams or 
any other Masterchef conceits, 
you won’t find them at the 
Caeffatri! 

My guest and I were tempted 


by the pub classic section, with 
dishes such as steak and ale pie, 
homemade lasagne, or liver and 
onions, but instead headed for the 
extensive main menu. 

The starter of a half rack of 
ribs (£4.95) was tempting, but I 
chose the fried whitebait, because 
the steak and ribs combo (£13.95) 
was irresistible as a main course 
(for me). 

My guest went for the mussels, 
in white wine sauce with shallots, 
cream and garlic, followed by a 
salmon kebab. 

If you are paying under £5 for 
a starter, you don’t expect much 
in the way of extras, so we were 
pleasantly surprised to be served 
a proper salad with each. Indeed, 
the mussels came with bread as 
well, and this all disappeared 
mopping up the sauce, which was 
terrific. 

There was plenty of it too, just 
as well really, as I was leaning 
over and dipping my whitebait in 
the sauce too! 

The Highwayman offers large 
portions, and the same is true at 
the Caeffatri. There is a moment 
after the starters when you say to 
each other that you feel quite full 
already. That’s when there is a 


sharp intake of breath as the main 
course arrives! 

My combo delivered on its 
promise. A large rack of ribs, 
dripping with a rich sauce, and a 
thick steak - medium rare as 
requested - were accompanied by 
home-made chips. Everything is 
cooked to order, and it shows. 

My guest’s salmon kebab, mar¬ 
inated in chilli and garlic, came 
with home-made coleslaw and 
chips, and she pronounced it an 
excellent dish. 

If you think that you are full 
after the first two courses (and we 
were) the Caeffatri has one last 
temptation. There is no dessert 
menu. The sample desserts are 
brought to your table so you can 
take a long look at them 

As a result, my guest decided 
that the bread and butter pudding 
was made exactly as she liked it, 
and I couldn’t resist the sticky 
toffee pudding. They did not dis¬ 
appoint when it came to tasting 
them either! 

Diners in the Vale already 
know that the Highwayman is a 
very busy pub restaurant, and 
there is no reason why the 
Caeffatri shouldn't prove to be 
just as popular. 

There is an over-60s lunchtime 
menu at only £4.45 and, even if 
you don’t qualify for any conces¬ 
sions, good value hearty food is a 
formula that deserves to prosper. 

You can’t have enough variety 
in a town when it comes to eating 
out, and The Caeffatri is definite¬ 
ly adding to the mix!

SUPERNATURAL TALES 
FROM ACROSS THE VALE... 


D id you know 
that Wenvoe 
and 

Cadoxton were 
credited with hav¬ 
ing werewolves? 

Or that a were- 
wolf-like monster 
with a human 
upper body and 
glowing eyes 
haunts the village 
of Llysworney? 

Well that’s according 
to a fascinating A - Z 
guide to a land of 
ghosts and dark legends, 
strange animals and 
unexplained phenomena 
called Supernatural 
Wales by Alvis Nicholas 
and published by 
Amberley Publishing at 
£14.99. 

The Llysworney 
creature, we are 
informed, has been seen 
along Heol Felin lane 
(pictured) between 
Gos sways and 
Moorshead. And we 
learn that “Jenkin of 
Wilton Farm was 
returning home through 
the lane on his mare one 
evening. He was feel¬ 
ing rather flustered, 
having come home from 
a day at the local mar¬ 
ket. Suddenly, the mare 
reared up, threw Jenkin 
off and galloped home 
without him. Seeing the 
mare return without a 
rider, the residents of 
the farm set off to see 
what had happened to

the old farmer. They 
eventually found him on 
his back in the mud, 
swearing that a 
GWYLLGI had fright¬ 
ened his horse.'” 

Gwyllgi, we are 
informed, translates as 
‘Dog of Darkness’ and 
one of these spirit 
hounds was frequently 
seen near Wilton 
Crossways. 

Folklorist Marie 
Trevelyan, who grew up 
in the Vale, describing 
these creatures said: 
“This animal made 
unearthly bowlings, and 
glared fiercely render¬ 
ing people senseless”. 

Another haunted vale 
site featured is Old 
Beaupre Castle (pic¬ 
tured) which is haunted 
by a banshee-like ghost 
known as the Gwrach Y 
Rhibyn who is “seen to 
rise up out of the river 
next to the castle”. 

While Dunraven Castle, 
sited on the headland 
above Southerndown 
beach, was haunted by 
the Blue Lady of 
Dumaven, who “put in 
several appearances to 
nursing staff when the 
castle was used as a 
home for convalescing 
soldiers during the First 
World War.” 

St Donat’s Castle, 
which dates to the four¬ 
teenth century, was once 
“plagued by evil forces” 
and the castle “was 
once the most haunted 


in Wales, and its resi¬ 
dent ghosts terrorised an 
occupant in the late 
19th or early 20th cen¬ 
tury”. 

These are just some 
of the entries and as 
Lionel and Patricia 
Fanthorpe say in their 
foreword to the book: 
“After half-a-century of 


exploring the paranor¬ 
mal, this is one of the 
best guidebooks that we 
have yet encountered. 
Like a well-written 
encyclopedia, or an 
attractive drawn-up 
map, you can refer to it 
again and again and 
come up with interest¬ 
ing information every 
time.”

FOR THE STAGE DOOR 1 COMPANY!

“Extraordinary!” 
“Jaw-dropping!” 
“Blown away!” 

These were the words 
of people leaving The 
Tythe Bam, St Donats 
Art centre between 
Friday, October 18 and 
Sunday, October 20, 
after a production of Les 
Miserables by Stage 
Door 1. 

With a cast of 37 chil¬ 
dren, whose average age 
was 13, Stage Door 1 
have been transporting 
their audiences back in 
time to the dark streets 
of revolutionary France. 

Jean Valjean, played 
by Luke James (15), 
delivered from the very 
outset a spectacular per¬ 
formance. 

He transformed him¬ 
self from a downtrodden 
convict who comes to 
terms with his new 
found freedom. 

Through his tremen¬ 
dous vocal skill the audi¬ 
ence was left weeping 
while at times being 
uplifted by Luke’s inter¬ 
pretation of his charac¬ 
ter. 

The audience was 
touched next by the raw 
passion displayed in Nia 
Brown’s performance as 
Fantine (15). The cali¬ 
bre of singing from 
someone suffering 
throughout with tonsili- 
tis only leaves you to 
wonder what dizzy 
heights Nia’s voice will 





reach when working at 
full capacity! 

The demise of 
Fantine is brought about 
with the help of a spec¬ 
tacular, disturbing but 
moving, performance, 
involving the Factory 
Foreman (Takielan 
Morgan); the ensemble 
(Maia Morgan, Holly 
Price, Caitlin Spargo, 
Nicole Alison, Kiara 
Evans, Cerys Baker, 
Becka Stuart, Grace 
Bennion) and the ‘lovely 
ladies’ (Jamie Morris, 
Bethany Barrell, 

Kathryn Llewellyn, 
Chloe Luxton, Nell 
Roberts, Elinor Parsons, 
Abbie Parmer, Anya 
Tmdgian, Alice Thomas, 
Beth Marshall, Caitlin 
Dolman) - Pantine then 
descends into their 
world. 

No show is without a 
character the audience 
loves to hate. The com¬ 
plexity of Javert was 
expressed expertly by 
Sebastian Lewis (15). 

As his character 
comes to terms with the 
new depths of compas¬ 
sion being demanded of 
him, he in turn demand¬ 
ed this of his audience. 

When a new atmos¬ 
phere is required to 
move the audience into 
pre-revolutionary com- 
raderie, it is the beautiful 
baritone voice of Ryan 
Sommerfield (16) play¬ 
ing Enjolras who evokes 
this. His presence 


demands his fellow stu¬ 
dents (Matt Davies, 
Ryan Sommerfield, 
Kyle John, Abbie 
Parmer, Takieuluan 
Morgan, Alice Thomas, 
Anya Tmdgian, Caitlan 
Dolman, Beth Marshall 
and Becka Stuart) and 
his audience consider 
the possibilities of a new 
and better world. 

No story can be 
devoid of a love affair 
and Les Miserables is 
built on a tangled web of 
love and passions. The 
naive, raw, adolescent 
love expressed between 
Marius (Kyle John) and 
Cosette (Chloe Luxton) 
was beautiful, as too was 
the unrequited love of 
Eponine, beautifully 
portrayed by Katheryn 
Llewellyn. The ensuing 
friendships that under¬ 
pin these roles were 
incredibly moving, a 
credit to the actors 
involved and the beauti¬ 
ful writing of Victor 
Hugo. 

Hugo’s writing strives 
to replicate the despera¬ 
tion and poverty of the 
masses and his genius 
was portrayed by Elinor 
Parson (13) and Aaron 
Ashley Perks (16), who 
brought a mature, 
sophisticated humour to 
their roles as Thenadier 
and Madame Thenadier. 

At no point did the 
audience disengage 
from their performances 
as they bounced off one 


another’s threatrical 
prowess; their stage 
presence was captivat¬ 
ing and entrancing. 

Purthermore, 
Madame Thenadier’s 
schizophrenic parenting 
of little Cosette, played 
by Emma Barrell and 
Carys Mitchell, and little 
Eponine, is haunting and 
reveals, to the audience, 
the dark underside of the 
character without miss¬ 
ing the comic relief. 

One of the youngest 
lead roles is Gavroche, 
played by Todd James 
(9). Todd brought a mis¬ 
chievousness and matu¬ 
rity to this role with a 


perceptiveness beyond 
his years. 

With the support of 
his gang (Mali Davies, 
Celyn White, Cerys 
Wood, Erica Talbot 
Morgan, Sophie Moore, 
Madi Davies, Carys 
Mitchell and Emma 
Barrell), we were 
reminded of the survival 
instincts and cohesive 
community of the time. 

This was a truly 
remarkable performance 
from all involved with 
professional lighting and 
sound enhancing a tmly 
wonderful production.

Conservative 
AM hits at *real 
terms’ cut in

H aving 

achieved the 
never-done- 
before feat of win¬ 
ning two successive 
'best actor' 
Academy Awards, 
Tom Hanks has 
failed to add to 
those baubles 
despite delivering 
consistently strong 
performances in 
his work. 

His best chance yet 
of matching Daniel 
Day-Lewis comes in 
real-life story Captain 
Phillips, where Hanks 
plays Captain Richard 
Phillips, who, in 2009, 
saw his ship hijacked by 
Somali pirates; staying 
with his ship, Phillips 
was held hostage in a 
story that captivated the 
world and now finds 
itself adapted by United 
93 director Paul 
Greengrass... 

The main problem 
when making a story 
based on a real-life 
event is that, more often 
than not, the ending is 
in little doubt. Whether 
it is the ship sinking in 
Titanic, the family 


being reunited at the 
end of The Impossible 
or Abraham Lincoln's 
evening at the theatre 
ending fatally, the onus 
is on the filmmakers to 
try and ratchet enough 
drama and tension when 
building up to the cli¬ 
max that you forget 
how it turns out. 

That is something 
director Paul 
Greengrass does with 
Captain Phillips, the 
ending having been 
beamed around the 
world four years ago, 
but here, on a cinema 
screen with Tom Hanks 
starring as the titular 
captain, being wrung for 
as much tension and 
doubt as it can manage 
before delivering its 
conclusion. 

It may benefit you 
not knowing exactly 
how the story of 
Captain Phillips being 
taken hostage plays out, 
but even if you do, 
you'll be questioning it 
as Greengrass delivers a 
masterclass in suspense 
and drama, slowly 
ramping up the stakes. 

Shot through with a 
documentary-style real¬ 
ism that has become the

director's calling card, it 
makes events all the 
more vivid and lends a 
hard-edge that is impos¬ 
sible to ignore. 

Writer Billy Ray, 
who has previous in 
real-life stories, brings a 
clinical eye to proceed¬ 
ings; there are no cut¬ 
aways to Phillips' fami¬ 
ly, no softening the 
edges. 

What Ray's script 
does well is provide a 
counter balance, making 
the hostage takers more 
than simply nameless 
and faceless individuals; 


giving them back¬ 
ground, and shading in 
their motivations, you 
don't feel sympathy for 
them as much as you 
can understand their 
plight and why their 
actions have led them to 
this. 

With such a superb 
script and director, it's 
no surprise that Tom 
Hanks is absolutely 
mesmerising here. 

Having shown an 
ability like no other 
present-day actor to 
inhabit the American 
everyman, the role is 
tailored to his strengths. 

Phillips wasn't a John 
McClane-style hero, 
just a scared man trying 
to do his best in the cir¬ 
cumstances presented to 
him, and Hanks cap¬ 
tures every inch of 
Phillips’ humanity and 
vulnerability in a per¬ 
formance that will 
almost certainly result 
in - at least - another 
Oscar nomination. 

While the film rests 
on Hanks’ shoulders, 
alongside him the per¬ 
formances of the 
hostage takers are per¬ 
fectly essayed by the 
likes of Barkhad Abdi, 


Barkhad Abdirahman, 
and Faysal Ahmed, their 
performances bringing 
an authenticity and real¬ 
ism, while also going 
toe-to-toe with Hanks 
and coming out equal. 

While an exhausting 
experience (and a film 
for whom seat edges 
were made for). Captain 
Phillips is a hugely 
watchable piece of 
work, essayed with 
style and aplomb and no 
little drama, a truly 
mesmerising and 
immersive moviegoing 
experience. 

VERDICT Taut 
and tense. Captain 
Phillips is a real-life 
story that is delivered 
with a gritty sense of 
realism that works 
incredibly well. 
Documentary-style 
direction from Paul 
Greengrass, married to a 
hard-boiled script and 
incredible performanc¬ 
es, it is a film that grabs 
hold of you from the 
outset and never lets go. 
Essential viewing.

THE leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT, 
has reacted with “dismay” to 
news that the area is receiving 
a cut in funding from the 
Welsh Government. 

The Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT Davies, 
said the reduction was a disappoint¬ 
ment and that in ‘real terms’ it 
equated to 6.3 per cent - or £10.36 
million. 

He claimed it meant cuts would 
hit public services in the Vale hard¬ 
er than in many other authorities in 
Wales. 

A Welsh Government source 
pointed out ‘settlement’ was diffi¬ 
cult because of UK Government 
cuts. 

Mr Davies said: “The Vale is 
already under-funded by the Welsh 
Government to the tune of around 
£25 million when compared to 
neighbouring authorities. 

“Now we see that the latest settle¬ 
ment has short-changed local resi¬ 
dents further, with the Vale facing 
the fourth largest cut of any author¬ 
ity in the country. 

“It is disappointing that the 
Welsh Government Einance 
Minister and local AM, Jane Hutt, 
was unable to secure a better deal 
for the Vale when compared to other 
councils in Wales. 

“Whilst we all accept that the 
purse strings are tight, I’m not sure 
that financial constraints can 
explain why the Vale has yet again 


been hit harder than its neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Mr Davies said that the Vale’s 
real terms cut compared to neigh¬ 
bouring authorities, Cardiff - 4.7 
per cent, Rhondda Cynon Taff - 5.1 
per cent and Bridgend - 4.6 per 
cent. 

The average cut in funding across 
Wales stands at 5.3 per cent. 

A Welsh Government spokesperson 
responded: “It's a sad day for Wales, 
when the Leader of the Welsh Tories 
declares publicly that he has not the 
slightest idea how local government 
settlements are arrived at. 

“The allocation of funding to 
Local Authorities is kept under con¬ 
stant review and the formula is main¬ 
tained and developed in consultation 
with Local Government representa¬ 
tives. 

“This is an extremely difficult set¬ 
tlement for Local Authorities, directly 
caused by the UK Government cuts to 
the Welsh block.”

THERE WAS NO ATTEMPT TO 
MAKE POLITICAL CAPITAL 


HILST 
agreeing 
unreservedly 
with the Editor’s let¬ 
ter last week - issues 
are indeed more 
important than politi¬ 
cal attacks -1 feel it 
only right that I have 
the opportunity to 
reply to several factu¬ 
al errors in Conn 
Burnett’s comments 
in The GEM last 
week. 

Firstly, in the article 
you published last week, 
Coun Lis Burnett 
claimed to have held a 
recent meeting with the 
Minister for Transport at 
which the issue of trans¬ 


port was discussed. 

According to a 
Freedom of Information 
request I have today 
received from the Welsh 
Government, the meet¬ 
ing did not include the 
subject of bus services at 
all. 

I received confirma¬ 
tion in writing today that 
Coun Burnett has neither 
met with the Transport 
Minister or the Local 
Government Minister to 
discuss support for buses 
in the Vale - neither is 
there any written corre¬ 
spondence between 
them. This FOI is pub¬ 
lished on the Welsh 
Government’s FOI log. 

Secondly, the enter¬ 


prise zone is one of the 
most significant eco¬ 
nomic levers available to 
the Vale Council in 
terms of potential job 
creation and prosperity. 

Whilst the council 
may be represented on 
the enterprise zone 
board, it is truly remark¬ 
able that Coun Burnett, 
who is the cabinet mem¬ 
ber with executive 
responsibility for eco¬ 
nomic regeneration, has 
not met personally with 
the chair of the zone at 
any stage to discuss its 
progress. 

(This information was 
published in a Freedom 
of Information Request 
on October 1) 

I should like to con¬ 


firm, finally, that I have 
not personally organised 
any public bus meetings, 
and so I am unable to 
confirm whether Coun 
Burnett was indeed 
invited to the one to 
which she refers. 

In her article last 
week it was claimed that 
I had attempted to make 
political capital out of 
criticising her for not 
attending - this simply is 
not true. I was merely 
invited to attend myself. 

The real issue at stake 
here is the withdrawal of 
bus services, lost regen¬ 
eration funding for Barry 
and an enterprise zone 
that appears to be drift¬ 
ing along aimlessly - all 
of which the council has 


a key role in either 
delivering or funding. 

Coun Burnett looks 
forward to “an open and 
frank conversation” with 
me when I am (in her 
words) prepared to deal 
in facts. 

Each of my recent 
criticisms withstand 
scrutiny and I stand by 
them. I also look for¬ 
ward to her reply to my 
letter requesting an 
urgent meeting to dis¬ 
cuss bus provision in the 
Vale, which was sent on 
August 6, 2013 - to 
date I have yet to receive 
the courtesy of a reply.

‘The transport cuts are 
unnecessarily severe’ 


L ast Friday, October 18, 
there was standing room 
only at St Peter’s 
Church in Rhoose, as resi¬ 
dents gathered to express their 
concerns to MP Alun Cairns, 
Andrew RT Davies AM, ward 
councillors Jeff James and me, 
regarding the reductions in 
bus services affecting the com¬ 
munity. 

Points were raised regarding the 
detrimental effect that poor transport 
links have on the ability of residents 
to attend hospital appointments, as 
well as the reduction in employment 
opportunities due to lack of bus trans¬ 
port. 

Many citizens voiced justified con¬ 
cerns in relation to these cuts in local 
services, as the Welsh Assembly 
Government has recently awarded a 
contract operating air-conditioned 
buses at 20-minute intervals from 
Cardiff Central to the airport, at a cost 
of £475K p/a. 


I live near the route of this service 
T9 and have used this service and 
have noticed that there are no passen¬ 
gers on these buses most of the time. 

Officially, these buses are not 
allowed to pick up passengers at the 
designated stops but are only allowed 
to drop off. 

I have previously voiced my con¬ 
cerns by letter to Edwina Hart (the 
Transport Minister for WAG) about 
this unsatisfactory state of affairs, 
with reference to this obvious waste 
of public money on the T9, whilst 
local services have been decimated. 

She responded by stating that the 
T9 service would be reviewed in 
January. This is not good enough. 

The meeting concluded that there 
was an overwhelming viewpoint that 
the transport cuts were unnecessarily 
severe and were causing undue hard¬ 
ship. 

Residents were informed that their 
concerns would be addressed.

R OSPA - the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents - empha¬ 
sises that driving during the winter 
should involve proper preparation of your 
vehicle. 

A spokesman explained: “Driving in the winter is 
very different from other times of the year. 

“Adverse weather and longer periods of darkness, 
especially after the clocks go back at the end of 
October, makes driving more hazardous. 

“Sometimes conditions can be extreme, as we 
have found out over recent winters in particular. 


with prolonged periods of heavy snow and floods. 

“This means that we need to adapt the way we 
drive. Different weather conditions create different 
hazards throughout the winter and in different areas 
of the country at different times. 

“A single journey may take us into very different 
weather, road and traffic conditions, so we need to 
be prepared for each one.” 

He stressed: “It is a good idea to have your vehi¬ 
cle fully serviced before winter starts and have the 
anti-freeze tested.”

You should ensure that: 

Lights are clean and working. 

Battery is fully charged. 

Windscreen, wiper blades and other windows are 
clean and the washer bottle filled with screen wash 

Tyre condition is good, the tread depth and pres¬ 
sure meet legal requirements (and that includes the 
spare!). 

Brakes are working well. 

Fluids are kept topped up, especially windscreen 
wash (to the correct concentration to prevent it 
freezing), anti-freeze and oil. 

PREPARE YOUR JOURNEY 

The spokesman said that if a motorist was under¬ 
taking a long journey, being prepared was essential. 

“Listen to local or national weather broadcasts 
and travel bulletins - especially for the areas you 
will be driving through. 

“As conditions can change rapidly, check them 
regularly and be prepared to change your plans if 
conditions on your route worsen. 

“If conditions are very bad, and the emergency 
services are recommending that people don't travel, 
then avoid making your journey unless it is absolute¬ 
ly necessary. 

“Can you postpone your trip? Can you travel by 
other means, or avoid the need for the journey com¬ 
pletely by using the phone or email? 

“Of course, what's ‘essential’ to one person may 
not be to another; we each have to make our own 
decisions according to our circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic about which journeys are 
essential and which ones could be postponed.

If you decide you really must travel: 

• Let someone know where you are going 
and what time you hope to arrive, so that they can 
raise the alarm if you get into difficulties.

• Make sure you have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can call for help or alert 
someone if you're delayed - it could be a long walk 
to a phone, if you don't have a mobile phone. 

• If you don’t have an emergency kit in 
your vehicle, at least take extra warm clothes, 
boots and a torch. Consider keeping a couple of 
long-life energy bars in the glove box. 

• Clear your windows and mirrors completely 
of snow and ice before you set off (make sure the 
heater is blowing warm air before setting off - it 


How to be a safer 
driver when the 
clocks go back 


M otorist 

S are being 
warned to 
take a “safety first” 
approach to driving 
this winter when 
the clocks go back 
on October 27. 

Research has shown 
that there are 11 per cent 
more car insurance 
claims made following 
the end of British 
Summer Time - with the 
days becoming shorter 
and the roads slippier. 

In 2011, the winter 
period accounted for 
more than 1,700 road 
casualties nationally. 

Terry Gibson, of the 
independent garage 
scheme Trust My 
Garage, said: “As it gets 
darker much earlier, 
motorists need to make 
sure that they remain 
safe on the roads. 

“October is a typical 
time for road accidents, 
which can often be 
avoided by taking extra 
care on the road and by 
motorists carrying out 
extra checks on their 
vehicles - especially 
their lights.” 

A recent survey by 
Trust My Garage found 
that 84 per cent of 
motorists fail to carry 


out basic checks on their 
vehicle - something 
which becomes increas¬ 
ingly more important at 
this time of year. 

Motorists who get 
used to driving their reg¬ 
ular routes in broad day¬ 
light can find it hard to 
adjust to suddenly doing 
the same journey in the 
dark. 

Mr Gibson added: 
“Drivers should ensure 
that their windows and 
lights are clean at all 
times to enable them to 
see what is happening 
around them. 

“A good rule of 
thumb is to turn on 
dipped headlights when¬ 
ever the windscreen 
wipers are on. 

“Being seen is as 
important as seeing. 

“Remember, it is an 
offence to let your reser¬ 
voir run out for your 
windscreen wasWs, so 
make sure this is always 
topped up, and have 
your tyres at the correct 
pressure so your stop¬ 
ping distance is not 
increased. 

“Regular servicing 
can help make sure your 
car is fit for darker and 
wetter conditions.” 


will keep your windscreen clear.) 

Prepare yourself 

The ROSPA spokesman said most people have 
little experience of driving in extreme conditions, 
such as snow, so the organisation advised people to 
take some time to consider how it affects their driv¬ 
ing. 

He urged: “Don’t just drive as normal. When 
was the last time you had any driver assessment or 
training? This is an ideal time for some refresher 
training. If your employer provides driver training, 
take advantage of it. 

“Or you can contact the RoSPA Advanced 
Drivers and Riders group in your area. To find out 
which is the nearest to you, go to www.roadar.org. 

“A lot of us will catch colds or other illnesses 
during the winter. 

“If you’re feeling so ill that your driving might 
be affected, don’t take the chance of driving.” 

DRIVING IN 
SNOW OR ICE 

If you find yourself driving in snow, or on icy or 
snow covered roads, ROSPA says you must adapt 
your driving to the conditions. 

The spokesman advised: “Reduce your speed. 
The chances of skidding are much greater and your 
stopping distance will increase massively. 

“Only travel at a speed at which you can stop 
within the distance you can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the maximum in ideal condi¬ 
tions; in difficult conditions, they can often be too 
fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking and acceleration, or sharp 
steering. 

“Always reduce your speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on slippery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty of time before bends and 
corners. 

“Braking on an icy or snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. The centrifugal force will 
continue to pull you outwards and the wheels will 
not grip very well. This could cause your vehicle to 
spin. 

“To brake on ice and snow without locking your 
wheels, get into a low gear earlier than normal, 
allow your speed to fall, and use your brakes gen¬ 
tly. 

“Increase the gap between you and the vehicle in

front. You may need up to TEN TIMES the normal 
distance for braking. 

“Keep your vehicle well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can quickly make you drowsy. 

“In snow, stop frequently to clean the windows, 
wheel arches, lights and number plates. 

“Visibility will probably be reduced, so use 
dipped headlights. 

“During wintry weather, road surfaces are often 
wet and/or covered in frost and ice or snow. But 
this does not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often have isolated patches of frost 
or ice after most of the road has thawed - this com¬ 


monly occurs under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow is a motorist’s worst night¬ 
mare, so what should you do? 

The spoksman said: “If you get stuck in snow 
revving your engine to try to power out of the rut 
will just make the rut worse. 

“Instead, move your vehicle slowly backwards 
and forwards out of the rut using the highest gear 
you can. 

“If this doesn't work, you may have to ask a 
friendly passerby for a push or get your shovel out.

The spokesman continued: “If you 
get caught in a snow drift, don’t leave 
your vehicle. Call your breakdown 
service or the emergency services and 
let help come to you.” 

RAIN 

Rain reduces a motorist’s ability to 
see and greatly increases the distance 
required to slow down and stop. 

The spokesman said: “Remember 
that you will need about twice your 
normal braking distance. 

“Use windscreen wipers, washers 
and dipped headlights; drive smooth¬ 
ly, and plan your moves in plenty of 
time 

The spokesman added: 
“Aquaplaning is caused by driving too 
fast into surface water. When the tyre 
tread cannot channel away enough 
water, the tyres lose contact with the 
road and your car will float on a 
wedge of water. 

“Aquaplaning can be avoided by 
reducing speed in wet conditions. 

“Having the correct tyre pressure 
and tyre tread depth will maximise 
your tyres’ ability to maintain their 
road grip. 

“If it happens, ease off the acceler¬ 
ator and brakes until your speed drops 


sufficiently for the car tyres to make 
contact with the road again. 

FLOODED ROADS 

How should you tackle roads where 
flooding has taken place? 

The top tips are: 

Avoid the deepest water - which is 
usually near the kerb. 

Don’t attempt to cross if the water 
seems too deep. 

If you are not sure of the wate’s 
depth, look for an alternative route. 

If you decide to risk it, drive slow¬ 
ly in first gear but keep the engine 
speed high by slipping the clutch - 
this will stop you from stalling. 

Be aware of the bow wave from 
approaching vehicles - operate an 
informal 'give way' with approaching 
vehicles. 

Remember to test your brakes when 
you are through the flood. 

FOG 

Avoid driving in fog, unless your 
journey is absolutely necessary. 

Fog is one of the most dangerous 
weather conditions. 

An accident involving one vehicle 
can quickly involve many others, 
especially if they are driving too close 
to one another. 


Wintry weather means it’s time 
to prepare for safe motoring... 


W HEN it 
comes to 
preparing 
for winter, the 
experts at the 
Automobile 
Association know 
what they are talk¬ 
ing about. 

So, any motorist 
would be well advised to 
take heed of their advice. 

Winter is the season 
requiring most care and 
preparation, if you’re to 
stay safe and avoid a 
breakdown. 

Here is the AA’s gen¬ 
eral advice for safe and 
trouble-free driving 
through the cold, dark 
months that lie ahead... 
Battery and 
electrics 

Lights, heaters and 
wipers put high demands 
on the car battery. 

If your driving is 
mainly dark, rush-hour 
trips, the battery will 
give out eventually. 

Batteries rarely last 
longer than five years. 
Replacing one near the 
end of its life can save a 
lot of time and incon¬ 


venience at the side of 
the road. 

• Avoid running elec¬ 
trical systems any longer 
than necessary - turn the 
heater fan down and 
switch the heated rear 
window off once win¬ 
dows are clear. 

• If the car stands idle 
for most of the weekend, 
a regular overnight trick¬ 
le charge is a good idea 
to give the battery a 
chance to revive. 

• Turn off non-essen¬ 
tial electrical loads like 
lights, rear screen heater 
and wipers before trying 
to start the engine. 

• Use the starter in 
short five-second bursts 
if the engine doesn’t 
start quickly, leaving 30 
seconds between 
attempts to allow the 
battery to recover. 

Protect your 
engine 

A continuous squeal¬ 
ing noise as soon as the 
engine is started is a sign 
the water pump is frozen 
- it’s the fan belt slip¬ 
ping on the pulley. 

The cylinder block 
could be frozen, too. 

Stop the engine immedi¬ 


ately and allow it to 
thaw out. 

This may take several 
days, unless the car can 
be moved to a heated 
garage. 

If the car begins to 
overheat a few miles 
from home, it’s likely 
that the radiator has 
frozen, preventing 
coolant from circulating. 

Stop straightaway, to 
avoid serious damage 
and allow the radiator to 
thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs 
only a few pounds, but a 
frozen and cracked 
engine block will cost 
hundreds of pounds to 
repair. 

• Most modern cars 
use long-life antifreeze - 
it’s important to use the 
right type and avoid 
mixing different types. 
Check the handbook or 
ask a dealer for advice. 

• Glycol-based 
antifreeze should be 
changed at least every 
two years. 

• You need a 50-50 
mix of antifreeze and 
water in the cooling sys¬ 
tem for winter. This 
gives maximum protec¬ 


tion down to -34'^ centi¬ 
grade, and without it, 
severe engine damage 
costing hundreds of 
pounds can occur. 

Clear line 
of sight 

Keep the windscreen 
and other windows clear 
- if your vision is 
obscured through dirt, 
snow or even sticker- 
infested car windows, 
you could face a hefty 
fine. 


roof as well as from 
windows, as this can fall 
onto the windscreen 
obscuring your view. It 
can be a hazard to other 
road users as well. 

Dazzle from a low 
winter sun can be a par¬ 
ticular problem. 

• Improve vision by 
making sure that the 
windscreen is clean both 
inside and out. 

Scratches, abrasion and 
chips on the outside can 
also worsen the dazzling 
effect of the sun.

HOW would you cope 
with four years in 
total solitary confine¬ 
ment, most of the 
time naked and 
chained hand and foot 
to a wall? 

Only five minutes 
every day to stretch your 
legs and go to the toilet? 
Just enough food to keep 
yourself alive? 

Terry Waite, CBE, 
was held hostage for 
nearly five years in 
Lebanon, in appalling 
conditions, never know¬ 
ing whether each day 
was going to be his last. 

There were even a 
couple of mock execu¬ 
tions, when a gun was 
put to his head - but not 
fired. 

Terry had a tale to 
tell. He was the hostage 
negotiator, held from 
January, 20, 1987 until 
November 18, 1991, a 
total of 1,763 days in 
captivity. 

He gave a talk to a 
fascinated audience at 
The Bear on Saturday, 
October 19, about those 
dark days cut off from 
humanity. 

It was a very interest¬ 
ing evening, organized 
by the Rotary Club of 
Cowbridge, and it 
earned him a standing 
ovation when he fin¬ 
ished. 

The little insights of 
life under such awful 
conditions - even the 
guard looking after his 
food was cheating him 
with half-rations, until 
he was caught and shot - 
served to remind his 
audience that at any one 
time, there are hundreds 
of people being held 


hostage around the 
world. However, 

Terry’s work didn’t stop 
when he was released. It 
went on. He is also the 
President of Emmaus 
UK, a charity offering 
homeless people a home, 
work and a chance to 
rebuild their lives in a 
supportive environment.

Dinas Powys 
Probus hears of 
Fishlock’s travels 


ON October 15, Trevor 
Fishlock gave a talk to the 
Dinas Powys Probus Club on 
his career as a journalist and 
broadcaster. 

His parents were avid readers of 
newspapers and listeners of radio pro¬ 
grammes and while at school Trevor 
won a camera in a competition to write 
in 25 words what he liked about Jaffa 
oranges. 

This made him realise that he could 
make a career from writing. On leav¬ 
ing school and after a spell on a local 
newspaper in Hereford, he joined The 
Times in London as an apprentice 
reporter. 

This was a hard learning curve with 
senior reporters quick to criticize his 
grammar and punctuation, but never¬ 
theless, he enjoyed the noise and pres¬ 
sure of a busy newsroom. 

In 1969 Trevor was sent to Wales to 
give an Englishman’s view of Wales 
and the Welsh. 

At that time, Wales was a hot-bed of 
industrial turmoil and was a reporter’s 
dream with frequent and contentious 
subjects to write about, and he loved 
the independence of being away from 
London. 

He recalled the message sent by a 
mason building one of Edward’s cas¬ 
tles to the King in which he said: “The 


Welsh need watching so be quick with 
the money.” 

The national press had little under¬ 
standing of Wales and its people. 

Trevor was then sent to India, based 
in Delhi, as staff correspondent. He 
spent some time in Pakistan and 
Kashmir. 

Accompanied by an American 
reporter and guided by Mujahideen, 
who later became the Taliban, he made 
a two-week trek over the Khyber Pass 
into Afghanistan which was at war 
with Russia. 

While in India, he met Mother 
Teresa who said that in her eyes “even 
journalists can do the work of God”. 

In the 1980/90S, he made visits to 
Moscow, as correspondent for The 
Daily Telegraph, and also made visits 
to Yakutsk in Siberia. 

Back in Wales, The Times suggest¬ 
ed that he walk from south to north 
Wales describing the countryside and 
meeting local people. This was the 
start of Walks in Wales, a TV series 
during which he met a hairdresser in 
Laughame who gave Dylan Thomas a 
haircut before he left for New York on 
his last journey. He was also shown 
the skull of General Picton’s horse 
which was kept under the floorboards 
of a house in west Wales!

PETER’S predic¬ 
tions come with the 
advice that they 
should be taken 
with a pinch of 
salt.

Just as Asimov estab¬ 
lished the ‘Three Laws 
of Robotics’ before 
robots existed, so Pohl 
was a forward thinker 
about how society 
would function in the 
future; much of it in 
collaboration with CM 
Kornbluth, another 
writer.

The services and 
capabilities being incor¬ 
porated into mobile 
devices are making 
them more complex, but 
easier to use. 

Tailored devices and 
licences. 

Software packages 
are getting larger as 
more ‘bells and whis¬ 
tles’ are added. There 
was initially a problem 
about the disk space 
taken up by them. That 
problem diminished as 
disk capacities increased 
even as cost reduced. 

The rising price of 
complex software pack¬ 
ages was putting people 
off, as was the need for 
constant updates. The 
solutions need to suit 
both supplier and the 
user. 

The supplier now 
puts his complete pack¬ 
age on a single disc and 
a user will pay only for 
the elements that he 
wants to use. This 
keeps prices down. Eor 
additional elements the 
user pays a further fee 


and the supplier simply 
issues a key to unlock 
the newly licensed com¬ 
ponents, thus saving on 
his supply costs. 

The same sales model 
could apply to mobile 
device components - 
you buy the services 
you want, tailored to 
your needs with the 
option to activate other 
components later if you 
wish. 

Updates can be auto¬ 
mated, or, if preferred, 
you can use the ‘cloud’, 
where each time the 
software is used it is 
downloaded from the 
cloud in its most up-to- 
date form. 

Walled Gardens. 

Powerful companies 
(eg AOL and 
CompuServe - remem¬ 
ber them?) tried to 
‘wall-off’ their territory 
and force people to pay 
for the content they pro¬ 
vided. 

They were defeated 
by sites like Netscape 
and Napster who pro¬ 
vided access. Peter pre¬ 
dicts that all attempts to 
build such ‘walled gar¬ 
dens’ will fail in turn 
because the public will 
not countenance them. 

Technology today is 
the science fiction of 
just 60 years ago.

Barry Town United 
host ‘spook-tacular’! 


BARRY Yacht Club 
won the Weston Bay 
Plate trophy on 
October 19 - a tro¬ 
phy inaugurated by 
the Weston Bay 
Yacht Club in 1971 
for competition 
between teams of 
monohull boats 
from a group of 
clubs situated in the 
upper reaches of the 
Bristol Channel. 

Barry was the first 
winner of this trophy in 
1971 and has regularly 
repeated this success 
over the years. 

The Saturday race saw 
teams from Weston Bay 
YC and Portishead 
Cruising Club competing 
with Barry over a course 
which took them down 
channel to the cooling 
tower off Aberthaw 
Power Station, and then 
across to a buoy marking 
the western end of the 
Culver sandbank in mid 
channel. 

The last leg of the 
course brought them 
back to Barry via the 
Welsh Water buoy off 
Cold Knap Point. The 
boats being of various 
sizes and performance, a 
system of handicapping 
is used, which involves 
the calculation of a cor¬ 
rected time for each boat 
- based upon its elapsed 
time and handicap figure. 

Ten boats started the 
race at 10am off Jacksons 
Bay with the ebb tide 
running strongly and a 
southerly wind of about 
force 3. 

The breeze dropped 


away as the boats 
approached the first turn¬ 
ing mark at Aberthaw 
and several vessels were 
swept outside the tower 
as the wind died more or 
less completely. 

Some boats had to 
retire at this stage. In 
almost totally calm con¬ 
ditions, the remaining 
boats were at the mercy 
of the strong tide and 
many were swept well to 
the west. 

After an hour or so, 
the breeze returned from 
the south and with a 
gradually weakening tide 
the boats were able to sail 
towards the West Culver 
Buoy. 

After about half of the 
boats had rounded the 
buoy, the whole fleet was 
hit by a very severe rain 
squall. 

This produced a tor¬ 
rential downpour and the 
wind increased to a level 
which was assessed at 
about force 7 or 8. 

The boats had to let 
their sails fly for the 10 
minutes or so that it last¬ 
ed and the visibility was 
down to some 20 or 30 
metres as the boats con¬ 
tinued to travel at speed 
despite the sails not 
being sheeted in. 

Following the squall, 
the crews regained con¬ 
trol and continued with 
their race. The faster 
leading boats were able 
to reach the next turning 
mark off Cold Knap, 
before the wind died 
away again, leaving most 
of the fleet drifting up 
channel with the now 
flooding tide. 

Once again, the calm 


lasted an hour or so and 
whereas the leading 
boats were able to run up 
to the finish with the tide, 
the remainder of the fleet 
were in grave danger of 
being pushed too far to 
the east to make any 
headway towards the 
Welsh Water buoy 
against the strengthening 
flood tide. 

Fortunately, the wind 
came back again quite 
strongly from the south¬ 
west and all the remain¬ 
ing boats were able to 
complete the course, 
albeit with some penalty 
for being more or less 
becalmed for so long. 

The leading boat fin¬ 
ished the course in just 
under 4.75 hours, whilst 
the last boat took almost 
seven hours. 

The competitors had 
enjoyed a quite spectacu¬ 
lar day afloat with the 
wind ranging from flat 


with the weather chang¬ 
ing from heavy overcast 
and tropical rainfall to 
bright sunshine and clear 
blue skies. Fortunately it 
was never particularly 
cold because of the direc¬ 
tion of the prevailing 
wind. 

All the crews had a 
severe dousing in the 
squall and encountered 
light rain at other times. 
Full oilskins were cer¬ 
tainly the order of the day 
until the sun came out 
towards the end of the 
race. 

The best three boats of 
the Barry team finished 
first, third and fourth 
which enabled them to 
win convincingly. 

The plate trophy was 
presented to the team by 
the Barry YC com¬ 
modore, John Webb, dur¬ 
ing festivities at the club 
on Saturday evening.

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Penarth first 
eleven hockey 
team unbeaten 


PENARTH Hockey 
Club’s 1st XI main¬ 
tained its unbeaten 
run in De Cymru & 
The Marches 
Division One of the 
Davis Wood Hockey 
League, returning 
to pole position in 
its section, with a 
fourth win in as 
many games, but 
the 2nd XI contin¬ 
ued to ride a results 
rollercoaster in De 
Cymru 2. 

Coming into the 
weekend, Penarth were 
one of only two teams to 
have won all three of 
their opening fixtures 
and, with Cardiff & Met 
‘B’ suffering a 2-1 defeat 
earlier in the day, needed 
to remain unbeaten to go 
clear at the top of the 
table. 

However, the Bears 
knew that they would 
have a challenge on their 
hands, having only man¬ 
aged a 1 -1 draw against 
their opponents in a pre¬ 
season friendly. 

Despite that, Penarth 
started well and could 
have been ahead within 
the first minute when 
Chris Baker flashed the 
ball across the goal, only 
for Sam Wooding to see 
his touch on strike the 
post and go wide. 

Baker soon made 
Penarth’s dominance 
pay, however, firing the 
Vale of Glamorgan’s 
only senior club into the 
lead with a drag flick to 
the top right-hand cor¬ 
ner. The vice-captain 
then grabbed a second 
minutes later, beating 
several players before 
slotting home with a 
reverse stick to the keep¬ 
er’s bottom left. 

Looking for more 
goals before half-time, 
the visitors pushed for¬ 
ward, but this left them 
exposed at the back, and 
Cardiff & Met pulled 
one back before the 
interval with a well- 
worked short corner rou¬ 
tine. 

The second half was a 
more edgy affair, with 
both teams struggling to 
keep possession. 
Penarth’s lead always 
looked precarious, and 
Cardiff had several 
chances to equalise, but 
it was the visitors who 


eventually struck first, 
with Baker ghosting 
through the defence 
before squaring the ball 
to Tom Harran, who 
calmly slotted passed the 
defender on the line. 

Unfortunately, the 
Vale side then proved 
the theory that you are 
most vulnerable immedi¬ 
ately after scoring, and 
promptly conceded min¬ 
utes later when a defen¬ 
sive error by Sam 
Doherty gifted the ball 
to the Cardiff centre-for¬ 
ward.

The victory confirmed 
Penarth in sole posses¬ 
sion of top spot in their 
division, with a three- 
point advantage over a 
trio of sides sharing sec¬ 
ond place. 

Despite being buoyed 
by week three’s hard- 
fought victory in 
Neath, it was business 
as usual for the 2nd XI 
as they faced early De 
Cymru 2 pacesetters 
Gwent at Barry Sports 
Centre. 

Unfortunately for the 
hosts, a combination of 
injuries and unavailabili¬ 
ty meant a number of 
changes to the line-up, 
and influential players 
such as Richard 
Bromiley, Zbig 
Sobiersierski and skipper 
Nick Pratt all having to 
play despite carrying 
injuries. 

Despite that, however, 
the home side gave a 
good account of them¬ 
selves in the early going, 
with the veteran trio of 
Rob Harrison, Richard 
‘Click’ Clarkson and 
Freddy Thomas all fea¬ 
turing as the control of 
midfield ebbed and 
flowed. The deadlock

The to-and-fro nature 
of the game continued as 
Gwent restored their 
lead but, once more, 
Penarth refused to lie 
down and, following 
another incisive passing 
move, Clarkson coolly 
lifted ball over the 
advancing ‘keeper to 
level scores. 

Turning around at 2-2, 
skipper Pratt emphasised 
the importance of not 
conceding an early goal 
but, as had happened in 
their last home game, 
Penarth did just that, 
allowing Gwent to claim 
a third lead of the game. 

Despite a tiring 
Penarth midfield still 
chasing gamely, the visi¬ 
tors were gradually dom¬ 
inating the vital part of 
the pitch, forcing man- 
of-the-match Calum 
Grant to make a series of 
excellent saves to keep 
the home side in the 
game. 

Penarth were not 
entirely without chances 
of their own, however, 
and, as the incisive

CITROEN Cl MAKES 
RIGHT CONNEXION 


MOTORING with 
TIM SAUNDERS 


“NOW, this is a 
snazzy little car,” 
says my wife 
Caroline, as we sit in 
the Citroen Cl 
Connexion. 

I can see why she 
instantly warms to it 
because it is a very girlie 
car, with its lipstick red 
wing mirrors and door 
handles and its striking 
black finish. No sooner 
have I started driving it 
than another model, 
exactly the same, passes 
me with a young lady 
driving it. 

It is a very compact 
city car and surprisingly 
there is a good amount of 
legroom in the front and 
back, which puts com¬ 
petitors like the Fiat 500 
to shame. 

Despite its blatantly 
female characteristics (as 
you can see in the video at 
testdrives.biz) if the hard- 
nosed male motorist 
sticks with it, it provides a 
good driving experience. 

Yes, you’ll have to 
ignore the sympathetic 
stares from macho 
motorists in their Range 
Rovers and Mercedes and 
the ‘sweetie’ from the 
effeminate assistant at the 
garage forecourt. 

“It’s my wife’s car,” I 
mumble. Get over that 
and this Peugeot 107 by 
any other name (it uses 
the same floorpan and 
bodyshell) has a five 
speed manual gearbox 


and a 998cc petrol engine. 
You would be forgiven 
for thinking that this 
makes for a pretty dull car 
but because it is so light, 
just 805kg, it is possible 
to reach 60mph from 
standstill in a shade over 
12 seconds and onto a top 
speed of 98mph. Very rea¬ 
sonable figures. 

Obviously when there 
are four adults inside, 
these results are ham¬ 
pered somewhat as they 
are when strong winds 
pick up, as they do in the 
test. 

Then there is the 
65mpg (combined) fig¬ 
ure, which is better than 
some diesels. 

It is possible to squeeze 
a pushchair into the tiny 
boot, or a week’s worth of 
shopping, but not both at 
the same time. 

The only criticism I 
have, which I admit is 
partly my fault, is that if 
your hands slip from the 
ten-to-two position on the 
steering wheel it is all too 
easy to sound the horn, 
which occurred on a num¬ 
ber of occasions, frighten¬ 
ing the motorist in front 
and embarrassing me. 

While this five-door 
hatchback is finished to a 
good standard there is no 
denying that this is a bit of 
a tin can. I shut the rear 
door a little too enthusias¬ 
tically and I fear that if I 
do it any harder it might 
change shape. 

The seats are comfy, 
although the driver’s seat 
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could do with a little more 
padding in the lumbar 
region. Parking is a cinch 
due to its size. 

The rear windows are 
fitted with rear privacy 
glass and rather than 
winding up or down, the 
rear passenger windows 
pop out for opening. 

I hke the simple mini¬ 
malist dashboard and the 
fact that at night, when 
the lights are on, the sec¬ 
tion housing the fan con¬ 
trols lights up. The air 
conditioning, in common 
with the Vauxhall Corsa 
tested last week, does 
struggle in high tempera¬ 
tures. 

But there’s more to this 
dashboard than at first 
meets the eye because 
there are four simple but¬ 
tons arranged in the shape 
of a coin on the dash to 
the left of the steering 
wheel. These are actually 
part of what the industry 
calls black box technolo¬ 
gy- 

One button will call a 


call centre and you can 
tell them where you want 
to go and then spoken 
directions will be provid¬ 
ed throughout the course 
of your journey. 

Another switch patches 
you through to Citroen 
Assist breakdown service. 
It’s also possible to make 
a 999 call through this 
system, as well as con¬ 
necting you directly to 
your Citroen insurance. 

This black box will 
also record erratic driving 
behaviour and feed it 
back to the insurance 


company as a way of 
keeping insurance premi¬ 
ums lower for well- 
behaved young drivers. 

Caroline says that this 
is the car she would buy if 
ever she chose to replace 
her P-registered Fiat 
Punto. Praise indeed.
